Meetings  of  every  district,  city  and  town  board,  com¬ 
mission  and  school  committee  shall  be  open  to  public  and  to 
press  (unless  in-  executive  session).  A  notice  of  such  meet¬ 
ings  must  be  filed  at  least  twenty-four  hours  prior  with  the 
clerk  of  the  district  or  town.  (A  regular  schedule  of  meet¬ 
ings  filed  in  advance  is  permissible.)  Accurate  records  of  all 
meetings  shall  be  maintained  setting  forth  action  taken.  A 
summary  of  all  matters  voted  shall  be  made  available  with 
reasonable  promptness  after  each  meeting.  The  records  shall 
become  a  public  record  and  available  to  the  public  upon  being 
approved.  (For  information  on  executive  sessions  and  emer¬ 
gencies  check  law  with  Town  Clerk.) 

The  town  ofiices  are  open  Monday  through  Friday  from 
8:00  A.  M.  to  4:00  P.  M.,  and  the  office  of  the  Town  Clerk, 
Treasurer,  and  Collector  is  also  open  Wednesday  evenings 
from  6:30  P.  M.  to  8:00  P.  M. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen,  Welfare,  and  Health,  and  the 
Assessors  meet  in  their  offices  Wednesday  evenings  at  7 :30 

P.M. 

The  School  Committee  meets  the  third  Wednesday  of  each 
month  at  7 :30  P.  M.  in  the  School  Committee  room.

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REPORT  OF  AN  AUDIT  OF  THE  ACCOUNTS 
OF  THE  TOWN  OF  DIGHTON 

JANUARY  1,  1962  to  FEBRUARY  29,  1964

Sir: 


In  accordance  with  your  instructions,  I  have  made  an 
audit  of  the  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  of  Dighton  for 
the  period  from  January  1,  1962,  the  date  of  the  previous 
examination,  to  February  29,  1964,  and  report  thereon  as 
follows : 

The  records  of  financial  transactions  of  the  several  de- 
pratments  receiving  or  disbursing  money  for  the  town  or 
committing  bills  for  collection  were  examined,  checked  and 
verified  by  comparison  with  the  books  of  the  town  accountant 
and  the  town  treasurer. 

The  town  accountant’s  ledgers  were  analyzed,  the  re¬ 
ceipts  being  checked  with  the  town  treasurer’s  books,  while 
the  payments  were  compared  with  the  warrants  authorizing 
them  and  with  the  treasurer’s  records  of  disbursements.  The 
appropriation  accounts  were  checked  with  the  town  clerk’s 
record  of  town  meeting  proceedings,  and  the  recorded  transfers 
from  the  reserve  fund  were  verified  by  comparison  with  the 
records  of  the  finance  committee. 

The  necessary  adjusting  entries  resulting  from  the  audit 
were  made,  and  a  balance  sheet,  a  copy  of  which  is  appended 
to  this  report,  was  prepared  showing  the  financial  condition 
of  the  town  on  February  29,  1964. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  treasurer  were  ex¬ 
amined  and  checked.  The  recorded  receipts  were  checked  with 
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the  town  accountant’s  records,  with  the  records  of  the  several 
departments  collecting  money  for  the  town,  and  with  other 
sources  from  which  money  was  paid  into  the  town  treasury, 
while  the  payments  as  recorded,  were  compared  with  the 
treasury  warrants  and  with  the  accountant’s  books. 

The  treasurer’s  cash  balance  on  February  29,  1964  was 
proved  by  actual  count  of  the  cash  in  the  office  and  by 
reconciliation  of  the  bank  balances  with  statements  received 
from  the  banks  of  deposit. 

The  payments  on  account  of  maturing  debt  and  interest 
were  verified  by  comparison  with  the  amounts  falling  due  and 
checked  with  the  cancelled  securities  and  coupons  on  file.  The 
bond  and  coupon  account  was  reconciled,  and  the  outstanding 
coupons  were  listed. 

The  transactions  of  the  trust  funds  in  the  custody  of  the 
town  treasurer  were  verified,  and  the  savings  bank  books 
representing  the  investment  of  these  funds  were  examined 
and  listed. 

The  records  of  tax  titles  and  tax  possessions  were  ex¬ 
amined  and  checked.  The  transfers  to  the  tax  title  account 
were  checked  with  the  tax  books;  the  reported  redemptions, 
sales,  and  foreclosures  were  verified;  and  the  tax  titles  and 
tax  possessions  on  hand  were  listed,  checked  with  the  ac¬ 
countant’s  ledger,  and  compared  with  the  records  at  the 
Registry  of  Deeds. 

The  records  of  payroll  deductions  for  Federal  and  State 
taxes,  the  retirement  systems.  Blue  Cross  and  Blue  Shield, 
and  group  insurance  were  examined  and  reconciled  with  the 
controlling  ledger  accounts. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  collector  of  taxes  were 
examined  and  checked.  The  town  and  district  taxes  outstand¬ 
ing  according  to  the  previous  examination,  together  with  all 
subsequent  commitment  lists,  were  audited  and  proved.  The 
reported  payments  to  the  town  and  district  treasurers  were 
verified,  the  recorded  abatements  were  compared  with  the 
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assessors'  records  of  abatements  granted,  the  transfers  to  the 
tax  title  account  were  checked  with  the  records  of  tax  titles 
held  by  the  town,  and  the  outsanding  accounts  were  listed  and 
proved. 

The  records  of  departmental  accounts  receivable  were  ex¬ 
amined  and  checked.  The  reported  payments  to  the  treasurer 
were  compared  with  the  treasurer's  cash  book,  and  the  out¬ 
standing  accounts  were  listed  and  reconciled  with  the  con¬ 
trolling  accounts  in  the  accountant’s  ledger. 

Verification  of  the  outstanding  accounts  was  made  by 
mailing  notices  to  a  number  of  persons  whose  names  appeared 
on  the  books  as  owing  money  to  the  town  and  the  districts, 
the  replies  received  thereto  indicating  that  the  accounts,  as 
listed,  are  correct. 

The  records  of  departmental  collections  by  the  selectmen, 
the  town  clerk,  and  the  sealer  of  weights  and  measures,  as 
well  as  by  the  police,  health,  and  school  departments,  and  by 
all  other  departments  in  which  money  was  collected  for  the 
town,  were  examined  and  checked.  The  payments  to  the 
treasurer  and  to  the  State  were  verified. 

The  surety  bonds  of  the  several  officials  required  to  file 
them  for  the  faithful  performance  of  their  duties  were  ex¬ 
amined  and  found  to  be  in  proper  form. 

Appended  to  this  report,  in  addition  to  the  balance  sheet, 
are  tables  showing  a  reconciliation  of  the  treasurer's  cash, 
summaries  of  the  tax,  excise,  tax  title,  tax  possession,  and 
departmental  accounts,  as  well  as  schedules  showing  the 
condition  and  transactions  of  the  trust  funds. 

During  the  progress  of  the  audit  cooperation  was  ex¬ 
tended  by  the  town  officials,  for  which,  on  behalf  of  my 
assistants  and  for  myself,  I  wish  to  express  appreciation.

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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 


To  the  Citizens  and  Taxpayers  of  Dighton: 

The  organizational  meeting  of  the  Board  was  held  and 
once  again  the  Chairmanships  were  divided  with  Mr.  Torres 
chosen  as  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen ;  Mr.  Benevides, 
Board  of  Public  Welfare,  and  Mr.-Linhares,  Board  of  Health. 
Miss  Marion  Walker  was  appointed  as  clerk  to  each  Board 

Fifty-one  weekly  and  seventeen  special  meetings  were 
held  with  seven  absentees  on  sick  leave  or  vacation.  Several 
joint  meetings  were  held  with  other  Town  Boards  and  Com¬ 
mittees  to  discuss  and  resolve  matters  of  mutual  interest. 

Necessary  hearings  were  held  upon  applications  received 
for  the  various  licenses  as  required.  All  transactions  have  been 
properly  recorded  and  the  many  statutory  requirements  com¬ 
pleted  to  the  best  of  our  knowledge  and  ability. 

All  Board  members  have  participated  in  and  attended  all 
County  Association  meetings.  Some  members  attended  various 
governmental  conferences  on  the  Regional  and  State  level, 
where  and  when  convenient,  in  an  effort  to  obtain  benefit  of 
experience  to  better  serve  the  Town.  Hearings  were  attended 
on  the  several  Chapter  90  and  Public  Works  projects  in  behalf 
of  the  Town’s  interest. 

All  appointments  of  Town  Officers  and  Committees  have 
been  recorded  with  the  Town  Clerk  together  with  the  list  of 
jurors,  and  are  contained  in  the  Clerk’s  annual  report.  Annual 
reports  of  the  numerous  Town  Officers  and  Departments  as 
required  by  law  are  contained  in  this  1964  Town  Officers’ 
Report. 

All  special  committee  activity  and  reports  are  included  in 
the  record  of  the  Town  Clerk.  All  votes  and  orders  of  the 
Town  Meeting  have  been  accomplished. 
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The  adopted  Zoning  By-Law  was  approved  by  the  Attorney 
General’s  Office  and  went  into  effect  on  June  2nd.  The  Select¬ 
men  appointed  the  following  members  to  the  Appeals  Board: 
Malcolm  Hill,  Frohman  Anderson  and  William  Duarte.  Asso¬ 
ciate  Members  are  Joseph  Lawrence,  Francis  O’Connor  and 
William  Wallace.  The  manner  in  which  the  appeals  cases  were 
handled  by  these  gentlemen  was  a  credit  to  both  themselves 
and  to  the  Town. 

The  Plumbing  By-Law,  following  approval  by  the  At¬ 
torney  General’s  Office,  went  into  effect  on  December  1st.  The 
Board  was  fortunate  in  acquiring  the  services  of  Donald 
French  as  Inspector  and  John  DeCambra  as  Associate  Inspec¬ 
tor. 

With  the  adoption  of  the  above  By-Laws,  the  Town  has 
acquired  much  needed  protective  regulations.  However,  in  the 
very  near  future,  we  will  be  confronted  with  a  need  for  both 
a  building  and  electrical  code. 

The  Town’s  application  for  a  Federal  Grant  for  funds 
to  construct  the  new  Town  Office  Building  and  addition  to  the 
Highway  Garage  was  filed  and  approved.  However,  funds  are 
not  available  at  the  Federal  level  at  this  time  to  match  the 
monies  appropriated  by  the  Town.  We  hope  that  in  the  near 
future,  funds  will  become  available  and  both  of  these  projects 
can  be  accomplished. 

Repairs  to  the  Dighton-Berkley  Bridge  were  completed  as 
per  contract  but  the  Board  continues  its  efforts  to  acquire 
State  and  Federal  Funds  for  the  construction  of  a  new  bridge 
to  replace  the  outmoded  present  structure. 

The  first  phase  of  the  Williams  Street  Project  is  out  on 
bids  with  work  scheduled  to  begin  in  early  Spring  of  1965. 
The  land-taking  and  layout  for  the  second  phase  will  be  com¬ 
pleted  in  1965. 

At  a  Special  Town  Meeting  in  December,  it  was  voted  to 
purchase  the  Nike-Ajax  Launcher  Site  which  had  been  de¬ 
clared  government  surplus  property.  The  Town’s  interest  in 
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the  property  lies  mainly  in  the  paved  roadway  on  the  site. 
The  Board  would  like  to  see  the  necessary  land  obtained,  a 
layout  made  and  accepted,  and  the  existing  roadway  continued 
in  an  easterly  direction  to  the  Carpenterville  section  of  the 
Town.  This  would  finally  provide  direct  access  to  this  part  of 
Town  which  has  been  greatly  needed,  but  in  the  past  pro¬ 
hibited  because  of  cost. 

The  financial  outlook  of  Dighton  is  the  same  as  in  sur¬ 
rounding  communities.  We  are  confronted  with  a  need  for  new 
equipment,  more  services,  increased  public  assistance,  higher 
costs  of  education,  salaries,  wages  and  benefits  and  an  ever¬ 
lasting  increase  of  county  and  state  taxes  and  assessments. 
These  must  be  met  and  handled  in  such  manner  that  the  Town 
continues  to  grow  and  prosper,  but  at  such  a  rate  that  we  do 
not  impose  a  great  burden  on  the  taxpayer.

(10)  Report  of  the  School  Needs  Study  Committee  given 
by  Gerald  Fleming  as  follows: 

The  School  Needs  Study  Committee  has  held  a  series  of 
meetings  to  determine  the  needs  of  the  Town  in  regard  to  its 
schools. 
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First  action  taken  by  the  committee  was  to  hear  a  report 
of  the  present  facilities  and  to  study  the  projected  enrollment 
figures  as  presented  by  the  School  Building  Assistance  Com¬ 
mission. 

A  Survey  of  all  pre-school  children  currently  residing 
within  the  town  was  undertaken  to  determine,  as  closely  as 
possible,  the  number  of  children  who  would  enter  in  each  of 
the  next  six  years. 

The  results  of  this  survey  were  as  follows :  Class  entering 
in  1964—95;  1965—86;  1966—85;  1967—88;  1968—76.  There 
were  65  in  the  following  year’s  class  at  the  end  of  10  months 
of  this  year. 

These  figures  would  indicate  that  there  would  be  four 
first  grades  entering  the  elementary  school  next  September 
which  would  fill  each  classroom.  This  year  there  is  one  class¬ 
room  not  utilized  as  a  home  room. 

In  the  succeeding  years,  barring  any  unforseen  population 
explosion,  there  would  be  enough  students  to  fill  three  rooms 
per  grade  without  overcrowding  the  33  limit  which  is  now  the 
policy  of  the  Dighton  School  Committee. 

Dighton  Junior  High  School  has  adequate  space  to  ac¬ 
commodate  grades  six,  seven  and  eight  for  at  least  the  next 
four  years. 

A  major  consideration  in  the  committee’s  figuring  is  the 
possible  construction  of  a  town  office  building,  under  the 
Federal  Redevelopment  Act,  which  would  release  three  more 
classrooms  to  the  school  department. 

Home  construction  this  year,  according  to  figures  available 
in  the  office  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  is  continuing  at  a 
normal  pace.  This,  then,  would  not  cause  any  radical  change  in 
population  figures. 

A  recommendation  of  the  committee  is  the  removal  of  the 
Civil  Defense  headquarters  from  the  Junior  High  School  there¬ 
by  releasing  more  space  to  the  school.  If  total  removal  is  not 
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possible,  it  would  seem  wise  to  remove  immediately  such 
potentially  dangerous  materials  as  oxygen,  alcohol,  and  other 
hospital  drugs  from  the  school  premises. 

With  possible  town  office  construction  being  considered, 
it  would  appear  that,  provided  such  construction  is  carried  out, 
the  school  department  could  eventually  switch  to  a  four  grade 
elementary  school,  four  grades  middle  school  type  of  admin¬ 
istration  without  undue  difficulty. 

However,  since  these  points  remain  questionable  at  this 
time,  the  committee  recommends  that  this  report  be  accepted 
as  a  report  of  progress,  and  the  committee  remain  intact,  for 
an  indefinite  period. 

If  said  plans  fail  to  materialize,  further  planning  might 
become  necessary  within  the  next  calendar  year. 

Nevertheless,  any  construction  of  schools  at  this  time 
appears  to  be  unnecessary.  If,  in  the  future,  it  becomes 
necessary  to  build,  the  town  would  be  that  much  closer  to  the 
maturity  of  the  bonds  on  the  elementary  school,  and  the  yearly 
interest  payments  on  Dighton-Rehoboth  Regional  High  School 
would  be  decreasing.  The  Town  would  therefore,  be  in  a  better 
financial  position  to  handle  such  construction.

(28)  Report  of  Progress  of  the  Dighton  Historical  (Me¬ 
morial)  Committee  read  by  Charles  Harris  as  follows: 

“This  committee,  named  by  the  Moderator,  was  an  out¬ 
growth  of  the  250th  anniversary  observance  of  Dighton  and  its 
purpose  is  to  determine  the  immediate  and  initial  need  for 
historical  markers  and/or  commemorative  placques  to  pre¬ 
serve  some  of  Dighton’s  history. 

Inasmuch  as  our  old  cemeteries  verify  some  of  the  names 
of  personages  in  times  past,  the  committee  as  a  whole,  visited 
and  viewed  all  of  the  remaining  markers  and  stones  in  the 
Dighton  Public  Cemetefy.  They  found  that  vandalism,  steal¬ 
ing,  and  neglect  have  been  rife.  A  subcommittee  of  the  group 
consisting  of  Helen  Lane,  Elaine  Varley  and  Helen  Brown 
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continued  the  work  of  locating  and  visiting  old  family  ceme¬ 
teries  and  making  notes  toward  plotting  the  location  of  the 
graves  of  various  former  citizens.  The  condition  of  these 
cemeteries  leads  to  our  first  recommendation. 

The  committee  also  believes  that  a  marker  and  citation  is 
needed  at  the  site  of  the  first  frame  house  built  by  Captain 
Jared  Talbot  who  contributed  much  time  and  effort  to  the 
forma  lion  of  the  Town  of  Dighton. 

On  May  20th,  1776  the  citizens  of  Dighton  met  at  the 
Buck  Plain  Meeting  House  and  made  the  following  pledge: 
‘‘Voted  May  ye  20th  1776  in  a  full  Town  Meeting  for  ye  said 
Representative  of  Dighton  as  his  Direction  Viz  That  if  ye 
Honourable  Congress  Should  for  the  Safty  of  the  United 
Colloneys  declare  themselves  Independent  of  the  king  of 
Grate  Britton  that  the  said  Inhabitants  will  Solemly  Engage 
with  their  Lives  and  Fortuns  to  Support  them  in  the  measure. 
Deacon  George  Codding  was  chosen  representative  to  carry 
out  these  directions.”  The  committee  finds  great  historical 
significance  in  this  first  of  many  instances  in  Dighton  where 
the  liberty  of  the  individual  has  come  to  the  forefront.  We 
think  the  site  of  the  meeting  house  needs  a  marker,  preferably 

with  the  pledge  engraved  upon  it. 

There  is  need  for  a  Heritage  Committee  as  part  of  the 
Town  government.  This  committee  should  work  closely  with 
the  Dighton  Historical  Society  to  preserve  and  continue  the 
work  begun  by  the  Dighton  Historical  (Memorial)  Committee 
and  its  subcommittee. 

The  exploits  of  Commodore  Silas  Talbot  should  be  cited 
also.  Commodore  Talbot  was  first  a  General  in  the  Army  and 
later  a  ship  commander  in  the  Revolutionary  War  and  he  was 
a  Commodore  of  the  famous  U.S.S.  Constitution. 

Therefore  the  committee  recommends  the  following: 

1.  That  the  Town  adopt  permissive  legislation  (Ch.  114, 
Sections  18  and  27)  and  name  a  Cemetery  Commission 
of  Conscientious  Citizens. 
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2.  That  a  granite  marker  be  erected  near  the  site  of 
Captain  Jared  Talbot’s  first  frame  house  on  Elm  Street, 
and  another  on  Pine  Street  near  the  site  of  the  Buck 
Plain  Meeting  House. 

3.  That  a  commemorative  placque  be  placed  in  the  Junior 
High  School  to  honor  Commodore  Silas  Talbot  of 
U.S.S.  Constitution  fame. 

4.  That  a  Heritage  Committee  of  five  citizens,  including 
our  Town  Historian,  be  named  and  given  the  duties  of 
preserving  and  recording  Dighton  history,  past  and 
present.

Incinerator  (3),  Kitchen  Range  (2),  Leaves,  set  (3),  Lost

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REPORT  OF  THE  CIVILIAN  DEFENSE  DIRECTOR 


To  the  Townspeople  of  Dighton: 

During  1964  Dighton  continued  to  be  active  in  weekly  and 
monthly  drills.  The  Dighton  Civil  Defense  Organization  Plan 
was  approved  and  is  on  file  at  Area  Headquarters.  As  a  result, 
the  Town  of  Dighton  is  able  to  participate  in  the  Federal  Con¬ 
tribution  Program. 

In  1964  Civil  Defense  acquired  from  Government  Surplus 
a  16  foot  fibre-glass  boat  at  the  cost  of  $10.00.  This  boat  was 
rebuilt  and  made  over  for  a  rescue  boat  by  the  men  from  the 
South  Fire  Station.  They  also  made  a  trailer  to  haul  the  boat. 
Ihis  boat  will  be  housed  at  the  South  Fire  Station  and  is 
available  to  any  Department  in  the  town  for  emergency  use. 
The  cost  to  the  Town  to  rebuild  the  boat  and  trailer,  with  a 
45  horsepower  Johnson  motor,  with  all  the  equipment,  was 
approximately  $1000.00.  The  value  of  this  boat  is  $3000.00 

At  this  time,  I  would  like  to  thank  the  men  for  a  job  well 
done;  a  job  which  took  much  time  and  effort. 

The  Bristol  County  Agricultural  School  was  resurveyed 
for  a  shelter  area.  It  is  being  licensed  and  marked,  and  will 
be  stocked  with  emergency  rations. 

The  Civil  Defense  Emergency  Hospital  Unit  was  repacked 
and  all  items  were  replaced  with  up  to  date  items. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Town  Officials,  Police  and  Fire  De¬ 
partments,  School  Officials  and  Teachers  for  their  cooperation ; 
also  the  faithful  Radio  Officers  and  Civil  Defense  personnel 
and  any  who  has  helped  in  Civil  Defense  work.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  PUBLIC  WELFARE 


To  the  Citizens  of  Dighton: 

At  fhe  Annual  Town  Meeting,  it  was  voted  to  appropriate 
one  account  for  Public  Assistance  in  the  amount  of  $44,000.00 
to  cover  all  categories  of  relief.  This  system  eliminates  finan¬ 
cial  problems  created  by  several  separate  appropriations  when 
there  is  a  deficiency  in  one  account,  and  excess  funds  in 
another  when  a  transfer  can  only  be  made  between  such 
appropriations  by  vote  of  Town  Meeting.  The  State  Depart¬ 
ment  approves  of  this  system. 

Fortunately  the  Town  Appripriation  of  $44,000.00  was  more 
than  adequate  for  the  various  categories,  supplemented  by 
Federal  Grants,  in  fact,  the  sum  of  $10,267.47  was  trans¬ 
ferred  to  other  accounts  to  meet  budgetary  deficits.  The  total 
town’s  share  of  $33,732.53  was  therefore  required  to  meet  the 
needs.  Although  reimbursements  are  received  from  the  State, 
they  are  applied  to  the  Departmental  Revenue  Account,  rather 
than  the  respective  category,  which  does  not  directly  affect 
accounts  for  which  reimbursement  is  reimbursement  is  re¬ 
ceived,  such  as  the  U.  S.  Grants. 

Aid  to  Dependent  Children  provided  assistance  to  9  cases 
representing  6  adults  and  23  dependent  children,  or  total  of  29 
recipient  count.  Total  expenditures  amounted  to  $9,013.74  in 
cash,  with  medical  vendor  payments  of  $717.00,  or  total  cost 
of  $9,730.74.  Receipts  from  U.  S.  Grants  amounted  t  o$4, 738.50 
which  was  supplemented  by  State  reimbursements  of  $4,029.63, 
therefore  net  local  share  was  $962.61.  Recoveries  were  re¬ 
ceived  in  the  amount  of  $269.00  for  2  Non-Support  cases. 

Disability  Assistance  aided  4  cases,  with  total  expendi¬ 
tures  of  $2,623.36.  Receipts  from  U.  S.  Grants  amounted  to 
$1,667.00  with  State  participation  in  the  amount  of  $934.85. 

Medical  Assistance  for  the  Aged  aided  12  cases  with  total 
expenditures  of  $10,673.20.  Cash  payments  were  $217.50  and 
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medical  vendor  payments  amounted  to  $10,455.70.  Reimburse¬ 
ments  from  U.  S.  Grants  were  $4,611.39,  with  the  sum  of 
$3,334.23  received  from  the  State,  therefore  the  town  was 
required  to  pay  the  sum  of  $2,727.58. 

Old  Age  Assistance  expenditures  totaled  $30,790.05  for 
aid  to  25  cases.  Cash  payments  were  $24,126.40  with  medical 
expense  of  $6,663.65.  Reimbursements  for  this  category  were 
received  in  the  amount  of  $12,816.00  from  U.  S.  Grants  with 
State  participation  in  the  amount  of  $10,661.45.  The  sum  of 
$433.18  was  received  from  other  cities  and  towns  for  settled 
cases.  Recovery  from  recipients  amounted  to  $4,261.71,  which 
will  be  pro-rated  to  State  and  Federal  accounts.  The  net  town 
expense  involved  the  sum  of  $7,312.60. 

General  Relief  aided  11  cases,  representing  18  recipients, 
with  total  expenditures  of  $6,444.71.  The  sum  of  $1,098.75  was 
reimbursed  from  the  State,  as  well  as  $272.00  received  from 
th  eCity  of  Fall  River  for  1  settled  case.  The  sum  of  $947.88 
was  paid  to  other  cities  and  towns,  and  included  in  the  net 
expense  of  $5,073.96.  General  Relief  is  a  non-federally  matched 
category. 

Public  Assistance  Administration  expenditures  amounted 
to  $8,831.36.  The  sum  of  $715.69  was  available  from  the  ac¬ 
cumulated  U.  S.  Grants  received  in  1963,  and  in  addition,  re¬ 
imbursements  of  $4,849.20  were  recveived  for  the  year  1964. 
The  Town  Appropriation  of  $3,600.00  was  adequate,  and  show¬ 
ed  a  balance  of  $76.84  as  well  as  U.  S.  Grants  balance  of 
$25g.69.  State  reimbursements  amounted  to  $1,922.74,  there¬ 
fore  net  town  share  for  administration  of  all  categories  of 
relief  amounted  to  $2,059.41.  The  State  Department  has  been 
most  cooperative  in  the  matter  of  assistance  in  performing 
the  varied  social  and  fiscal  administrative  procedures. 

It  is  most  gratifying  to  note  that  organizations  and  in¬ 
dividuals  contributed  generously  to  the  needy.  The  Bristol 
County  Agricultural  School  Dormitory  Club  contributed  6 
Thanksgiving  Dinners.  The  Taunton  Greyhound  Association 
again  donated  the  sum  of  $500.00  for  a  Christmas  Fund.  The  Jr. 
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Chamber  of  Commerce  again  made  it  possible  for  two  children 
to  attend  a  Christmas  party  and  obtain  gifts.  The  Salvation 
Army  sponsored  two  children  to  attend  summer  camp,  and 
made  other  donations  when  emergencies  occurred.  The  St. 
Vincent  dePaul  Societies  contributed  financial  assistance  to 
unfortunate  families,  as  well  as  summer  camp  for  children. 

This  department  acknowledges  with  sincere  thanks,  all 
contributions  and  services  rendered  by  officials,  organizations 
and  personnel.

To  the  Citizens  of  Dighton: 

To  provide  the  Town  with  the  necessary  health  and  sanita¬ 
tion  services,  the  Board  of  Health  spent  $4,257.20. 

The  Board  wishes  to  take  this  opportunity  to  report  that 
the  problems  of  air  pollution  and  offensive  fumes,  which  have 
been  a  nuisance  in  the  south  end  of  Town  are  in  the  process 
of  being  eliminated.  The  Board  has  been  advised  that  con¬ 
siderable  sums  of  money  are  to  be  spent  by  I.  C.  I.  Organics  in 
the  next  six  to  eighteen  months,  in  order  to  abate  these  prob¬ 
lems. 

Again  the  State  Department  of  Public  Health,  Tubercu¬ 
losis  Division,  in  conjunction  with  the  local  Board,  tested  a 
group  of  migratory  farm  workers  for  tuberculosis  and  ar¬ 
ranged  for  a  follow  up  of  X-Rays  on  all  positive  reactors.  We 
w^ould  again  like  to  thank  the  farmers  for  their  cooperation. 

This  year  fifty-nine  sanitation  inspections  were  required 
and  made  by  our  Sanitation  Inspector,  Mr.  Leo  A.  Duffy,  who 
has  done  a  most  satisfactory  job  for  the  Town. 

The  Board  is  most  appreciative  of  the  services  rendered 
by  Dr.  Charles  Souza,  Mrs.  Florence  Duffy,  R.  N.  and  Mrs.

Meetings  were  held  each  month  beginning  in  April,  except 
the  months  of  July  and  August.  The  Committee  joined  with 
others  of  Town  Government  in  inspecting  the  Dighton  Nike 
Site. 

Acquisition  of  a  town  access  to  the  Taunton  River  and 
development  of  a  suitable  boat  landing  with  parking  area,  was 
the  first  project  of  the  Conservation  Commission.  A  parcel  of 
land  in  the  Dighton  Park  Area  was  offered  to  the  Commission 
for  consideration.  Committee  Members  viewed  and  approved 
the  site,  as  well  as  Arthur  Brownell  of  the  Mass.  Dept,  of 
Natural  Resources. 

It  was  voted  to  request  in  the  Town  Warrant,  establish¬ 
ment  of  a  Town  Conservation  Fund,  including  an  appropria¬ 
tion  to  purchase  and  partly  develop  the  site  in  question. 

Other  possible  future  projects  discussed  by  the  Com¬ 
mission  included:

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REPORT  OF  THE  TOWN  HISTORIAN 


To  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  Townspeople  of  Dighton: 

Your  historian  has  continued  the  projects  previously  re¬ 
ported.  The  work  of  the  Memorial  Committee  was  completed 
and  has  been  reported  by  the  Chairman.  However,  Mrs.  Elaine 
Varley  and  Mrs.  Helen  Brown,  with  myself,  have  continued 
to  seek  old  family  cemeteries,  often  climbing  stone  walls  and 
scraping  off  dirt  and  poison  ivy  to  read  and  copy  inscriptions. 
This  has  proved  a  rewarding  and  sometimes  entertaining  task. 

I  am  glad  to  report  that  all  town  reports  from  1860 
through  1912,  and  all  available  school  reports  from  1851 
through  1900,  have  been  bound  this  year;  also  that  some 
contact  has  been  made  by  Dighton  people  with  citizens  from 
the  group  of  towns  around  Canandaigua,  New  York,  which 
were  purchased  by  the  Dighton  Land  Company  and  largely 
settled  in  the  year  1790  by  Dighton  residents. 

I  wish  to  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  articles  of  his¬ 
torical  interest,  such  as  Indian  artifacts,  old  papers,  pictures, 
instruments  used  in  spinning,  weaving,  cooking,  farming  or 
otherwise,  can  be  given  to  the  Dighton  Historical  Society  and 
will  be  carefully  displayed  at  the  Dighton  Public  Library.  I 
urge  that  anyone  owning  such  articles  either  give  or  lend 
them  to  the  Society  rather  than  risk  their  destruction  by 
careless  hands.

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REPORT  OF  THE 

HISTORICAL  MEMORIAL  COMMITTEE 


To  the  Board  of  Selectmen: 

Gentlemen : 

The  Historical  Memorial  Committee  named  in  1963  com¬ 
pleted  its  work  in  1964  with  the  erection  of  two  granite  monu¬ 
ments  and  a  bronze  placque. 

A  granite  monument  was  unveiled  in  front  of  the  Town 
Cemetery  on  Elm  Street  commemorating  the  work  of  Jared 
Talbot  in  the  founding  of  Dighton  and  the  location  of  his 
home,  the  first  frame  house  in  Dighton. 

Another  granite  monument  was  erected  on  Brook  Street 
at  the  corner  of  Pine  Street  near  the  site  of  the  “Buck  Plain” 
Meeting  House  to  commemorate  the  action  of  Dighton  Citizens 
of  1776,  who  in  Town  Meeting  “pledged  their  lives  and  for- 
tuns”  to  support  the  action  against  the  “King  of  Grate 
Britain”.  The  site  of  this  marker  is  on  a  perpetuating  ease¬ 
ment  generously  given  by  Bel  Farms,  Inc.  This  easement  is 
gratefully  appreciated  by  the  people  of  Dighton. 

A  bronze  placque  designed  by  Allison  Macomber,  noted 
Sculptor  of  Dighton,  was  placed  upon  the  corridor  wall  of  the 
Dighton  Junior  High  School  in  memory  of  the  Revolutionary 
War  exploits  of  Silas  Talbot,  who  was  born  in  Dighton  on 
January  21,  1751.  In  placing  this  placque  at  the  Junior  High 
School,  it  is  hoped  that  a  lesson  from  the  life  of  Silas  Talbot, 
who  considered  his  idea  of  liberty  and  freedom,  “greater  than 
life  itself”,  would  encourage  our  boys  and  girls  to  greater  love 
of  our  country. 

A  speaking  program  of  dedication  which  followed  the 
unveiling  was  held  in  the  Junior  High  School.  The  program 
is  filed  with  this  report. 

The  appropriation  made  at  Town  Meeting  was  $2000.00, 
of  which  $1883.05  was  spent. 
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A  sub-committee,  consisting  of  Miss  Helen  Lane,  Miss 
Elaine  Varley,  and  Mrs.  Helen  Brown  assumed  the  task  of 
visiting,  charting,  and  recording  all  markers  in  the  scattered 
family  and  private  cemeteries  in  Dighton.  These  records,  an 
excellent  job  well  done,  will  be  put  in  book  form  and  kept  by 
the  Town  Historian  to  make  them  readily  available  for  re¬ 
search  in  genealogy.

At  last  year’s  Annual  Town  meeting  a  Zoning  By-Law  was 
approved  and  put  into  effect  on  June  2,  1964.  These  by-laws 
set  certain  restrictions  to  land  owners  on  lot  sizes,  frontage, 
and  other  specifications. 

On  June  2,  1964,  the  Selectmen  appointed  six  men  to  form 
a  Board  of  Appeals.  It  is  the  duty  of  this  board  to  hold  public 
hearings  for  persons  not  able  to  obtain  a  building  permit  be¬ 
cause  of  certain  infractions  to  the  Zoning  By-Law.  If  the 
request  is  not  too  unreasonable  and  if  undue  hardships,  finan¬ 
cial  or  otherwise,  can  be  proved,  this  board  has  the  authority 
to  issue  a  variance  to  the  by-law.  In  1964  this  Board  heard 
and  acted  on  five  such  cases — all  were  granted  a  variance.

High  School 

Whenever  the  school  buses  can  be  safely  operated  there 
will  be  school  at  the  Dighton-Rehoboth  Regional  High  School 
unless  unforeseen  emergencies  make  it  necessary  to  close.  In 
the  event  of  closing  the  information  will  be  specifically  an¬ 
nounced  over  the  radio  as  indicated  above  for  the  elementary 
school.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Dighton: 

I  herewith  submit  my  tenth  annual  report  as  Superin¬ 
tendent  of  Schools  in  Dighton,  Incorporated  herein  is  the 
report  of  the  Principals,  the  Music  Supervisors  and  the 
School  Nurse. 

Program 

The  modern  mathematics  curriculum  introduced  in 
grades  four  and  seven  last  year  has  been  extended  to  all  the 
grades.  This  program  is  proving  to  be  very  valuable  and  is 
found  in  most  schools  throughout  the  country.  Miss  Dorothy 
Beckwith,  the  elementary  supervisor,  continues  to  follow  up 
the  progress  of  this  program. 

New  science  books  have  been  purchased  at  certain  grade 
levels.  Additional  reading  material  has  been  made  available 
so  that  classes  my  be  grouped  in  a  better  manner. 

A  new  reading  program  is  being  investigated  by  Miss 
Beckwith  and  several  teachers.  If  it  proves  a  success  it  will 
be  introduced  next  year. 

Latin  had  a  successful  introduction  into  the  junior  high 
school  and  is  being  oifered  again  this  year.  An  English  course 
of  study  was  developed  by  the  junior  high  school  English 
teachers  and  Mr.  Clifford  Wood,  head  of  the  English  Depart¬ 
ment  at  Dighton-Rehoboth  Regional  High  School.  The  social 
studies  teachers  are  working  on  a  similar  project  in  their 
field.  We  hope  to  start  such  studies  in  mathematics,  science 
and  physical  education  very  soon. 

Personnel 

During  the  1963-64  school  year  Miss  Janet  MacBeth  left 
to  teach  in  Berkley  and  Mrs.  Stella  Horrocks,  a  graduate  of 
State  College  at  Bridgewater  was  hired  to  teach  fifth  grade. 
In  June  Miss  Mary  Fitzsimmons  left  to  teach  in  Taunton, 
Mrs.  Mary  Dewey  left  to  teach  in  Berkley  and  Miss  Stephanie 
Rozowicz  was  married  and  moved  away  from  this  area. 
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Mrs.  Mary  DeMello,  a  graduate  of  State  College  at  Lowell 
with  teaching  experience  in  Berkley  and  Dighton  and  Mrs. 
Rebecca  Webster,  a  graduate  of  Perry  Normal  School  with 
teaching  experience  in  Easton  and  Freetown  were  hired  to 
teach  second  grade.  Mr.  Michael  Larivee,  a  graduate  of  Calvin 
Coolidge  College  was  engaged  to  teach  grade  five. 

At  the  Junior  High  School  Mr.  William  White  left  to 
take  a  position  teaching  geography  at  Walpole  Junior  High 
School.  Mr.  Lynwood  Sutcliffe  a  graduate  of  the  University 
of  Massachusetts  replaced  Mr.  White  as  general  science 
teacher.  Mr.  Sutcliffe  had  taught  in  Mattapoisett,  Plymouth 
and  Kingston.  Mr.  Frederick  Friedberg  was  hired  to  teach 
this  third  sixth  grade  this  year.  Mr.  Friedberg  did  his 
teacher  training  at  State  College  at  Bridgewater. 

In  the  vocal  music  department  Mrs.  Evelyn  Brandes  a 
graduate  of  Eastern  Nazarene  College  has  replaced  Miss 
Charlotte  Hathaway  as  elementary  music  supervisor  and  Miss 
Carmela  Mercuri,  a  graduate  of  Boston  University,  has  re¬ 
placed  Mr.  Philip  Turner  as  junior  high  school  music  teacher. 

School  Plant 

Six  classrooms  and  both  the  long  and  short  corridors 
were  painted  at  the  Elementary  School  last  summer.  We  hope 
to  continue  this  work  during  the  coming  year.  By  using  an 
airless  spray  we  were  able  to  complete  this  work  in  a  very 
short  time.  The  custodians  continued  to  refinish  desks  at  the 
Elementary  School  and  were  able  to  keep  the  school  in  ex¬ 
cellent  condition. 

At  the  Junior  High  School,  several  sections  of  the 
building  were  repointed,  the  false  chimneys  repaired,  fallen 
ceilings  replaced.  The  toilets  were  painted  as  were  the  art 
room  and  shop.  Fluorescent  lights  were  installed  in  the  art 
room  and  the  large  classroom.  The  lights  from  the  large 
classroom  replaced  the  very  poor  lights  in  the  library.  There 
will  be  more  repointing,  replacing  of  ceilings  and  lights  and 
more  painting  this  coming  summer.  The  custodians  did  the 
painting  and  refinished  desk  tops. 
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It  is  the  hope  of  the  School  Committee  to  have  both 
schools  in  excellent  condition  very  soon. 

Budget 

Since  eighty  percent  of  the  budget  is  salaries  and  salaries 
are  increasing,  the  budget  increases  are  due  mainly  to 
salaries.  The  minimum  for  teachers  salaries  as  established 
by  the  State  Legislature  is  now  $5,000.00.  An  increase  in  the 
minimum  salary  reflects  a  general  increase  in  all  salaries. 
In  addition  to  the  increased  salaries  an  extra  teacher  was 
hired  to  provide  three  sixth  grades  at  the  Junior  High  School. 
The  budget  shows  an  increase  of  $16,000.00  which  represents 
less  than  a  six  percent  increase. 

Conclusion 

We  are  living  in  a  rapidly  changing  world  with  changes 
brought  about  by  improved  methods  of  communication.  To 
keep  abreast  of  these  changes  we  must  change  our  curriculum 
and  methods  of  teaching.  Change  means  expenses  in  order 
to  accomplish  our  goals.  It  also  means  cooperation.  With  the 
changes  in  our  educational  system  that  will  result  from  the 
recent  “Willis  Report”  I  ask  the  cooperation  of  all,  teachers, 
parents  and  taxpayers  in  adjusting  to  modern  educational 
methods. 

I  wish  to  thank  all  principals,  teachers,  custodians  and 
cafeteria  workers  for  their  fine  work  over  the  past  year.  It 
is  the  work  of  these  people  that  makes  our  schools  a  success.

Herewith  is  submitted  my  fifth  annual  report  as  the 
principal  of  the  Dighton  Junior  High  School. 

Enrollment : 

The  opening  school  enrollment  was  213  students.  Present 
enrollment  is  215  students.  Because  of  the  large  numbers  of 
incoming  sixth  graders,  it  was  necessary  to  add'  a  new  sixth 
grade  homeroom  and  to  hire  a  new  teacher,  Mr.  Friedberg, 
for  this  position. 

Curriculum : 

« 

The  modern  math  program  has  been  introduced  into  the 
sixth  grades.  This  completes  the  implementation  of  this 
program  in  the  junior  high  school. 

We  are  ever  aware  of  the  adyances  being  made  in  educa¬ 
tion  and  every  effort  is  expended  to  provide  the  best  possible 
education  for  the  students. 

Guidance: 

Guidance  of  students  in  solving  life’s  problems  is  of 
utmost  importance  in  our  educational  program.  A  warm  and 
sympathetic  relationship  exists  between  the  students  and 
staff.  The  administration  and  teachers  constantly  strive  to 
assist  the  students  with  their  educational  and  personal  prob¬ 
lems. 

Individual  educational  and  vocational  counseling  are  pro¬ 
vided  for  the  students.  A  complete  testing  program  is  con¬ 
ducted  and  the  results  of  these  tests  are  evaluated  and  used 
to  assist  us  in  providing  a  better  program  of  studies  for  our 
students. 

New  achievement  tests  with  more  up-to-date  norms  were 
used  for  the  first  time  in  the  6th  grade.  The  experience  of

trained  psychological  testing  personnel  is  available  to  the 
students. 

Extra-Curricula  Activities: 

A  varied  program  of  activities  whic  is  planned  to  meet 
the  needs,  abilities,  and  interests  of  all  the  students  is  pro¬ 
vided.  Both  interscholastic  and  intra-mural  athletic  programs 
are  organized  for  both  the  boys  and  girls  of  the  student  body. 
Among  the  activities  currently  organized  and  functioning 
are:  band,  a  mixed  chorus,  newspaper,  yearbook,  a  Lit  Club, 
Art  Club,  Drama  Society  and  a  Science  Club.  A  Chef's  Club 
was  organized  this  year  as  an  interesting  experience  for 
those  boys  who  enjoy  cooking  to  display  their  talents. 

Miscellany : 

Wholesome,  nourishing  meals  are  served  daily  to  our 
students  at  very  nominal  cost. 

The  custodial  staff  work  diligently  to  keep  the  school 
pleasant  and  clean.  I  would  like  to  thank  them  for  their 
co-operative  attitude  toward  the  many  demands  made  of 
them. 

Rather  extensive  repairs  were  made  to  the  building  in 
the  past  year.  A  large  section  of  the  building  was  repointed 
and  waterprofed,  and  repairs  were  made  to  the  false  chim¬ 
neys  and  roof  of  the  building. 

The  ceilings  in  the  boiler  room  and  art  room  were  re¬ 
paired  and  the  art  room  was  completely  refurbished.  The 
black-out  shades  in  the  auditorium  and  science  lab  were 
replaced.  The  emergency  auxiliary  lighting  system  was  re¬ 
wired  and  moved  to  the  new  addition  which  was  built  for  it. 

I  would  like  to  extend  my  appreciation  to  Mr.  Roy,  the 
superintendent  of  schools,  and  to  the  school  committee  for 
their  support  of  our  school  and  its  program.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL  OF  THE 
DIGHTON  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL

I  herewith  respectfully  submit  my  fifthf  annual  report  as 
Supervising  Principal  of  the  Dighton  Elementary  School. 

Enrollment 

The  present  enrollment  of  students  in  Grade  I  through 
V  including  the  Opportunity  Class  is  472.  Due  to  the  con¬ 
sistent  increase  in  school  enrollment  it  has  been  necessary 
to  establish  4  second  grades,  as  well  as  to  maintain  4  first 
grades. 

We  noted  with  delight,  the  coincidence,  that  our  incom¬ 
ing  classes  of  first  graders  included  four  sets  of  twins,  and 
furthermore  on  our  staff  we  have  at  present  two  sisters, 
Mrs.  Roberta  Reynolds  and  Mrs.  Rebecca  Webster  who  are 
“teaching  twins”  and  Mr.  Michael  Larivee,  also  a  “teaching 
twin”,  whose  brother  is  teaching  in  another  school  system. 
This  school  year  has  offered  to  us  a  phenomenon  in  the  way 
of  “a  twin  year” — which  doubtless,  we  will  not  enjoy  again 
for  some  time. 

Curriculum 

The  challenges  ahead  in  education  are  many.  Education 
is  the  most  potent  force  for  the  uplifting  of  mankind  and 
the  only  foundation  for  a  lasting  peace. 

Nearly  all  of  man^s  thinking,  creative,  and  problem¬ 
solving  activities  are  carried  out  through  the  use  of  sym¬ 
bols — his  language.  It  therefore  becomes  vitally  important  to 
gear  our  language  program  to  the  needs  of  our  present  day 
society. 

The  revolutions  in  the  cultural,  political,  and  technological 
fields  have  contributed  much  to  the  revision  of  the  mathe¬ 
matics  curriculum.  In  the  new  mathematics  program  all  pupils 
will  have  great  success  in  meeting  their  mathematical  needs 
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if  they  have  studied  mathematics  in  a  curriculum  which 
stresses  logical  reasoning,  patterns,  structure,  and  skills  rather 
than  one  that  emphasises  skills  alone.  This  we  are  attempting 
to  do  in  our  mathematics  program  at  all  grade  levels. 

The  ability  to  read  is  essential  for  learning  in  every  field 
of  knowledge.  The  importance  of  a  good  foundation  in  reading 
and  the  continued  development  of  reading  skills  is  our  prime 
concern.  We  are  continuing  the  ability  grouping  in  grades  4 
and  5  for  both  reading  and  mathematics. 

Our  physical  education  instructors  are  participating  in 
the  President  Kennedy  physical  fitness  program.  A  regular 
weekly  physical  education  program  is  scheduled  for  all  classes 
from  grades  one  thru  grade  five  including  the  Opportunity 
Class.  The  school  has  the  responsibility  for  teaching  the  basic 
information  which  will  help  pupils  develop  habits  and  attitudes 
essential  for  healthful  living. 

Guidance  Program 

1.  Guidance  services: 

a.  Providing  for  personal-social  development  of  all 
children. 

b.  Identifying  and  providing  for  children  with  special 
needs. 

c.  Identifying  children  with  adjustment  difficulties. 

d.  Working  with  parents. 

2.  Compiling  cumulative  records. 

3.  Achievement  Testing  Program  Grade  I  -  V. 

4.  Intelligence  Testing  Program  Grade  I  -  III  -  V. 

Opportunity  Class 

Much  is  being  done  by  the  Massachusetts  Department  of 
Special  Education  to  assist  the  exceptional  child.  Special  tech¬ 
niques  are  used  by  the  teacher  of  such  a  class  to  help  each 
child  with  his  specific  difficulty.  Patience,  kindness,  and  love 
are  important  factors  in  dealing  with  each  child.  We  are 
fortunate  to  have  Mrs.  Anne  M.  Phillips  as  teacher  of  our 
Opportunity  Class  who  is  well  qualified  in  the  field  of  special 
education. 
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Speech  and  Hearing  Clinic 

The  speech  and  hearing  clinic  under  the  direction  of  Mr. 
Peter  B.  Denison,  M.A.,  meets  on  Monday  afternoon  and 
Wednesday  and  Thursday  morning,  with  the  total  time  in 
therapy  being  almost  a  day  and  a  half.  All  children  with 
serious  speech  and  hearing  problems  are  being  seen  twice  a 
week. 

This  year  Mr.  Denison  had  a  series  of  speech  lessons  that 
he  used  in  the  first  grade  classrooms  so  that  all  children  would 
receive  the  benefit  of  speech  stimulation  and  ear  training 
exercises.  This  special  program  came  to  an  end  in  December, 
but  any  first  grade  student  still  needing  help,  will  continue 
to  be  seen  individually  or  in  small  groups  during  the  school 
year. 

The  case  load  is  high  but  there  is  a  greater  concentration 
of  cases  in  grade  one  and  two  and  fewer  in  the  higher  grades. 
This  fact  represents  progress,  as  it  means  that  most  children 
are  ready  to  be  discharged  from  speech  correction  before  they 
enter  grade  three. 

s 

Cafeteria 

The  school  participates  in  the  National  School  Lunch 
Program.  An  excellent  luncheon  can  be  had  for  a  nominal  fee 
because  of  the  subsidy  program.  Mrs.  Alfrena  Bettencourt, 
cafeteria  manager  and  her  assistants  prepare  and  serve  a 
well  balanced  meal  for  both  the  Dighton  Elementary  School 
and  the  Dighton  Junior  High  School. 

Maintenance 

The  fine  condition  of  our  school  building  and  grounds  is 
due  primarily  to  the  untiring  efforts  of  our  two  fine  custodians, 
Mr.  Costa  and  Mr.  Rogers,  who  take  pride  in  keeping  the 
school  plant  clean  and  in  excellent  repair. 

Extra  Curricula  Activities 

1.  American  Education  Week — Open  House  and  Tea. 

Parents  observed  classes  during  a  regular  school  day. 
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2.  Parent-Teacher  Conferences — Evening  Session. 

Parents  met  with  teachers  during  an  evening  session 
to  discuss  briefly  student  progress,  checked  student  folders, 
and  when  necessary  made  appointments  for  conference  periods. 

3.  Room  Mothers. 

Mothers  participated  in  the  social  activities  of  the 
various  classes. 

4.  Teacher-Parent  Conferences — Day  Session. 

The  Dighton  School  Department  initiated  the  pro¬ 
gram  that  gave  all  parents  the  opportunity  to  meet  with 
teachers  at  a  specified  time  on  a  particular  day  to  discuss  the 
progress  of  every  student  in  the  school. 

5.  School  Band. 

Students  from  grades  4  and  5  take  instrumental  in¬ 
struction  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  David  Watson.  They 
participate  in  both  the  Christmas  Program  and  the  Spring 
Festival. 

6.  Library. 

The  library  is  organized  with  one  basic  objective  in 
mind — that  of  providing  service  to  all  the  students  in  the 
school.  The  library  is  available  to  all  students  during  the 
regular  school  day.  Each  teacher  serves  as  librarian  for  the 
weekly  class  visit  to  the  library.

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REPORT  OF  THE  MUSIC  DEPARTMENT 


Mr.  Robert  T.  Roy,

Dear  Mr.  Roy: 

The  year  1964  has  been  a  most  productive  one  for  instru¬ 
mental  music  in  the  Town  of  Dighton.  It  has  been  my  guiding 
precept,  over  the  last  year,  that  all  children  irregardless  of 
financial  background,  be  afforded  the  equal  opportunity  to 
study  the  musical  instrument  of  his  choice.  And  to  this  end  I 
have  worked,  utilizing  our  present  equipment,  and  expanding 
the  same  within  the  limits  of  my  school  budget. 

The  initial  instrumental  instruction  may  begin  in  any 
grade,  however  grade  four  is  the  area  of  strongest  recruiting. 
At  this  level,  all  lessons  are  given  in  homogenious  groups,  on 
a  rotating  time  schedule,  so  as  to  minimize  the  conflict  with 
any  childs  fixed  academic  studies. 

At  the  end  of  four  months  instruction,  the  individual 
progress  is  evaluated,  and  the  classes  are  re-tracked,  so  as 
to  enable  each  child  to  receive  training  more  commensurate 
with  his  own  rate  of  learning.  At  this  point  also,  many 
youngsters  are  encouraged  to  continue,  some  to  change  to  an 
instrument  more  suited  to  their  wants,  some  to  wait  another 
year,  for  further  maturity,  and  still  others  are  advised  not  to 
continue.  This  process  of  advising  and  re-tracking  continues 
in  the  junior  high  school,  and  terminates  in  grade  eight,  with 
the  close  of  his  exploratory  academic  curriculum. 

Due  to  my  inability  to  work  25  hours  per  day,  all  class  or 
individual  instruction  must  terminate  on  the  high  school 
level.  Any  instruction  other  than  in  a  performing  organization, 
must  be  done  privately,  outside  of  school,  and  at  cost  to  the 
individual  involved. 

Enrollment  in  the  instrumental  music  program  for  the 
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school  year  1963-64  is  up  roughly  20%  over  the  previous 
year,  while  the  figures  for  1964-1965  show  an  increase  of 
80%  over  the  preceding  school  year. 

This  past  summer,  we  instituted  a  continuing  program 
of  instrumental  studies  for  all  grades  in  all  schools.  The  pro¬ 
gram  was  conducted  by  members  of  the  music  department, 
and  the  remuneration  for  which  was  made  up  by  a  nominal 
assessment  on  the  participating  students.  Private,  and  group 
lessons  were  offered  to  all  interested  music  students,  at  the 
school  situated  nearest  their  home. 


This  program  was  most  successful,  both  from  a  musical 
and  an  educational  standpoint,  and  has  done  much  to  negate 
the  “rust’'  that  tends  to  form  on  young  instrumentalists  over 
the  summer  vacation.  The  program  will  be  continued  this 
coming  summer  in  an  expanded  form. 

Band  is  offered  to  all  students  in  all  schools,  who  have 

attained  the  desired  level  of  technical  proficiency  on  their 
respective  instruments. 


All  bands  are  performing  organizations.  Any  learnings 
derived  from  them,  are  gained  through  the  preparation  of 
proper  concert  band  music,  done  in  the  best  tradition  of 
professional  excellence.  The  only  limits  of  which,  are  the 
technical  limitations  of  the  young  musicians  involved. 


At  the  elementary  school  level,  band  is  offered  once  week¬ 
ly,  outside  of  school,  and  is  composed  primarily  of  second 
year  instrumentalists,  irregardless  of  grade.  It  is  hoped  that 
next  year  this  program  may  be  expanded  to  twice  weekly,  as 
only  one  meeting  per  week  is  barely  adequate  for  proper 
preparation. 


Scheduling  at  the  Junior  High  School  is  somewhat  more 
adequate,  although  certainly  not  ideal.  Band  meets  twice 
weekly,  once  after  school,  and  once  during  an  activity  period. 
Participation  Lhorcof  is  by  advanced  sixth  graders,  and  by 


seventh  and  eighth  students  who  are  veterans  of  a  younger 
organization.  Practically  speaking,  the  Junior  High  Band 
should  meet  thrice  weekly,  two  of  which  should  be  scheduled 
in  school  activities.

Following  February  vacation,  tryouts  are  held  for  eighth 
grade  girls  for  twirlers.  These  chosen  twirlers,  are  trained 
with  the  aid  of  the  High  School  head  twirler,  and  march  with 
the  band  in  the  Memorial  Day  observance  parade.  This  pro¬ 
gram  also  serves  as  a  feeder  system  for  the  High  School 
twirling  corps. 

Some  supplementary  work  in  the  area  of  the  brass  choir 
is  offered  in  the  junior  high  school.  However  this  is  limited 
due  to  lack  of  time  in  my  instruction  schedule. 

There  is  some  opportunity  for  the  more  advanced  junior 
high  school  musicians  to  study  related  secondary  instruments, 
and  to  participate  with  any  one  of  the  several  high  school 
musical  organizations.  This  is  done  in  an  effort  to  offer  a 
wider  range  of  musical  experience  for  those  youngsters  who 
are  technically  proficient,  and  at  the  same  time  contribute 
to  the  total  balance  of  the  secondary  school  organizations. 

This  past  summer,  along  with  the  intersession  music 
lessons,  we  sponsored  a  summer  band  program.  This  band 
met  for  2^2  hours  one  evening  per  week  at  the  Dighton- 
Rehoboth  Regional  High  School.  This  program  was  composed 
of  students  grade  8  and  above,  parents  included.  Also  we 
included  several  selected  7th  grade  musicians,  by  invitation, 
and  many  musicians  from  out  of  town  schools,  colleges,  *  and 
school  faculties.  The  rehearsal  schedule  and  concert  was  most 
successful,  and  will  be  continued  next  summer. 

The  “esprit  de  corps”  in  all  organizations  is  excellent, 
however  there  is  much  work  to  be  done  in  all  areas  of  instru¬ 
mental  endeavor,  and  there  are  not  enough  hours  available 
for  me  to  do  it  alone.  Considering  the  diverse  program,  and 
expanding  enrollment,  an  indication  is  present  that  another 
person  in  the  music  department  is  going  to  be  vitally  necessary 
in  the  very  near  future.  His  work  would  not  only  be  in  the 
rudimentary  areas,  but  also  to  institute  a  much  needed  pro¬ 
gram  of  string  instrument  instruction.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  NURSE 


Mr.  Robert  T.  Roy

I  hereby  submit  my  second  annual  report  as  School  Nurse 
for  Dighton  Elementary  and  Dighton  Junior  High  Schools. 

Audio  and  Visual  Tests — The  hearing  of  all  of  the  pupils  in 
both  schools  was  tested  with  the  Maico  Audiometer.  Failure 
notices  were  sent  to  13  parents.  All  of  the  pupils  were  given 
the  Massachusetts  Vision  Test  with  the  Titmus  Optical  Tester. 
Failure  notices  were  sent  to  59  parents. 

Immunization  Clinics — In  the  Spring,  44  pupils  in  Grade  1 
were  given  D.P.T.  injections  (Diptheria  and  Tetanus  Toxoid 
and  Pertussis  Vaccine  Combined)  25  pupils  in  Grade  6  were 
given  D.T.  injections  (Diptheria  and  Tetanus  Toxoid),  in 
accordance  with  the  Massachusetts  Health  Department's  rec¬ 
ommendation  that  boosters  be  offered  every  five  years.  On 
May  8  Dr.  Charles  Souza  vaccinated  19  preschool  children 
against  smallpox. 

Physical  Examinations — 273  pupils  in  Grades  1-4-7  and  pupils 
participating  in  competitive  sports  were  examined  by  Dr. 
Charles  Souza.  The  parents  of  69  pupils  were  notified  to  have 
professional  treatment  for  their  children. 

Illness  in  School — During  the  year  879  pupils  reported  to  the 
Health  Room  at  Dighton  Elementary  School.  Of  these  60 
pupils  were  sent  home,  and  32  were  referred  to  their  physi¬ 
cians.  5  pupils  were  excluded  for  contagion.  At  the  Junior 
High  41  visits  were  made  for  illness.  Of  these  6  were  sent 
home  and  6  were  referred  to  their  physicians. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  School  Department  for  their  coopera¬ 
tion  and  assistance  which  enabled  me  to  carry  out  a  success¬ 
ful  health  program.

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ANNUAL  REPORT 


REPORT  OF  THE  DIGHTON-REHOBOTH 
REGIONAL  DISTRICT  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 

The  Dighton-Rehoboth  Regional  High  School  is  now  in  its 
fifth  year  of  operation.  During  this  year  because  of  tuition 
students  we  are  undergoing  our  first  year  of  operation  at 
minimum  capacity.  By  this  we  mean  that  we  are  at  825  pupils 
and  the  school  was  built  for  a  comfortable  800  pupils  and 
could  go  to  1,000  pupils. 

Enrollment 

In  June  we  accepted  81  more  tuition  pupils  from  Seekonk. 
These  pupils  will  be  with  us  for  this  year  only  as  they  will 
return  to  double  sessions  at  Seekonk  Junior  High  School  in 
September  1965.  We  have  a  total  of  156  Seekonk  pupils  at 
present.  We  also  have  81  pupils  on  a  tuition  basis  from  Berk¬ 
ley. 

Although  we  will  lose  the  81  Seekonk  pupils  in  June,  we 
expect  that  because  the  entering  Freshman  class  is  so  large 
our  enrollment  will  remain  about  the  same. 

Our  Vocational  School  enrollment  is  at  maximum  as  it 
has  been  for  the  last  three  years. 

With  Seekonk  pupils  departing  and  barring  any  influx 
of  new  pupils  we  should  be  able  to  operate  without  added 
facilities  for  a  few  years. 

Finances 

The  total  increase  in  the  operating  budget  is  $42,099.00. 
Increased  salary  schedules  and  additional  teachers  account  for 
the  major  portion  of  the  increases.  Instruction  has  gone  up 
$32,000.00  and  expense  of  operation  $1,400.00.  Maintenance  of 
plant  has  increased  by  $1,700.00  and  auxiliary  agencies  by 
$1,300.00.  Vocational  education  shows  an  increase  of  $2,600.00. 

We  will  receive  $91,845.00  in  tuition,  $19,000.00  from 
vocational  education  and  $36,000.00  from  transportation  to 
offset  some  of  the  increases. 

The  apportionment '  of  the  operating  expenses  to  the 
member  towns  is  still  based  on  the  enrollment  from  each  of 
these  towns  on  October  1,  1964.  For  1965  Dighton  will  pay 
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44.35%  of  the  operating  costs  and  Rehoboth  will  pay  55.65%. 
The  percent  of  increase  in  the  budget  for  1965  is  8.8%. 

Faculty 

Mrs.  Eleanor  S.  Smith,  superb  mathematics  teacher,  dean 
of  girls,  yearbook  advisor,  retired  in  June  after  forty-four 
years  of  teaching.  Mrs.  Smith  opened  and  closed  Dighton  High 
School  as  a  high  school  and  played  a  prominent  role  in  getting 
the  Regional  High  School  off  to  a  good  start.  We  shall  miss 
her  but  we  still  shall  call  on  her  whenever  we  need  any  advice 
concerning  .the  many  fields  she  was  active  in. 

Mr.  Francis  Lussier  was  elected  principal  of  Anawan 
Junior  High  School.  Mr.  Lussier  also  played  a  big  part  in 
organizing  the  Regional  High  School  in  his  role  as  assistant 
principal.  With  this  experience  and  his  ability  he  should  do 
well  in  his  new  post. 

Miss  Janice  Wojcik,  an  English  teacher,  left  to  be  married. 
Mr.  Russell  Latham,  special  class  teacher  accepted  a  position 
in  Brockton.  Mr.  Raymond  McDonald  and  Mr.  Ronald  Crane 
took  teaching  positions  in  Somerset  and  in  Rhode  Island 
respectively.  Mr.  Philip  Turner,  vocal  music  teacher,  left 
teaching  to  enter  industry. 

Mr.  Richard  Dias,  head  of  the  science  department  replaced 
Mr.  Lussier  as  assistant  principal.  Mr.  Milton  Nachbar,  a 
graduate  of  the  University  of  Rhode  Island  and  Mr.  Solomon 
Solomon,  a  graduate  of  Bryant  College  were  hired  to  teach 
business  education  subjects.  Both  men  have  had  a  great  deal 
of  experience  in  the  business  world.  Miss  Carol  Driscoll,  a 
graduate  of  State  College  at  Bridgewater,  Mr.  James  Rogers, 
a  graduate  of  Boston  College  and  Mr.  Joseph  Tavares,  a 
grduate  of  American  International  College  were  hired  to  teach 
English. 

Mr.  Laurie  MacDonald  and  Mr.  John  Stewart  HI,  both 
graduates  of  State  College  at  Bridgewater  were  chosen  to 
teach  mathematics.  Mr.  Charles  Lewis,  a  graduate  of  Univer¬ 
sity  of  Maine  with  teaching  experience  in  Maine  and  New 
Hampshire,  was  elected  to  the  science  department.  Miss  Carol 
Wallbank,  a  graduate  of  State  College  at  Bridgewater,  was 
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also  hired  to  teach  science.  Miss  Wallbank  has  studied  at 
Harvard  also. 

Miss  Carmela  Mercuri  replaced  Mr.  Turner  as  vocal  music 
teacher.  She  is  a  graduate  of  Boston  University. 

Robert  Richards  came  with  us  as  special  class  teacher  in 
November. 

We  have  been  most  fortunate  in  being  able  to  find  ex¬ 
cellent  replacements  for  the  teachers  who  left  us  as  well  as 
securing  good  teachers  for  new  positions.  We  have  been  told 
by  one  college  professor  that  we  now  have  his  top  students 
of  the  past  three  years. 

These  people  are  not  coming  to  us  by  accident  but  by  our 
reputation.  It  is  a  well  known  fact  that  Mr.  Joseph  Harrington, 
principal,  runs  a  good  school  and  that  his  faculty  and  student 
body  cooperate  one  hundred  per-cent. 

Program 

We  are  constantly  up-dating  our  program.  Modern  pro¬ 
grams  in  mathematics  and  science  are  a  must  in  these  days  of 
scientific  discovery.  English  and  social  studies  also  need 
revision  constantly. 

At  present  we  are  introducing 'several  I.B.M.  machines  in 
the  business  department  such  as  the  key  punch,  the  card 
sorter  and  the  420  computer. 

The  industrial  arts  department  has  set  up  work  study 
programs  with  several  industries  in  Taunton.  A  student  in 
this  program  is  able  to  receive  some  on  the  job  training  as 
well  as  taking  his  regular  course  at  school. 

In  the  Vocational  High  School  programs  in  “House  Build¬ 
ing”,  “Home  Decorating”  and  “Auto  Body”  are  being  investi¬ 
gated  to  determine  if  there  is  a  need  for  such  programs  in 
this  area.  We  are  also  looking  into  the  feasibility  of  operating 
the  same  in  our  present  unit. 

Trade  extension  courses  in  “Wheel  Aligning”  are  being 
offered  evenings  in  the  Vocational  High  School. 

During  the  fall  several  adult  evening  courses  were  offered 
successfully  at  the  High  School.  A  full  compliment  of  courses 
will  be  offered  again  in  the  second  semester. 
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A  summer  school  was  begun  last  summer  with  three 
courses  being  offered  in  typing,  mathematics  and  reading. 
Plans  are  now  being  made  for  a  more  extensive  school  in  1965. 
Both  the  evening  school  and  the  summer  school  are  self 
supporting. 

Our  activities  program  is  still  as  extensive  as  it  was  with 
offerings  for  the  students  in  the  field  of  music,  drama,  ath¬ 
letics,  literary  functions,  camera  work,  business  education, 
art,  foreign  language  and  science. 

Maintenance 

As  we  approach  the  five  year  point  since  the  building  was 
opened  the  normal  maintenance  problems  are  coming  up.  Our 
inside  painting  project  was  continued  last  summer  and  prac¬ 
tically  all  the  rooms  have  been  painted.  Certain  outside  areas 
were  painted.  Some  of  the  grand  stand  was  scraped  and 
painted. 

The  center  of  the  football  field  was  raised  to  help  the 
drainage.  The  track  was  covered  with  an  additional  surface. 
The  pond  was  dragged  to  depth  of  eight  feet  in  the  middle 
and  this  should  supply  a  source  of  water  in  case  of  fire. 

The  custodians  have  been  able  to  accomplish  many  of 
the  major  repairs  and  all  minor  repairs.  We  are  indeed 
fortunate  to  have  Mr.  Howell  Carr  with  his  mechanical 
ability  as  head  custodian  and  doubly  fortunate  to  have  so 
many  others  who  are  able  to  effect  repairs. 

JOSEPH  L.  ABRAIN 

On  the  morning  of  November  9,  1964,  Leo  Abrain,  who 
had  been  a  custodian  since  the  Regional  High  School  was 
opened,  passed  away.  Leo  was  a  very  able  worker  and  took  a 
great  deal  of  pride  in  keeping  the  building  in  good  condition. 
He  was  a  staunch  supporter  of  the  school  and  attended  many 
of  the  activities  that  took  place  when  he  was  not  on  duty. 
In  fact  the  Saturday  before  his  passing  he  was  on  duty  at  the 
football  game. 

All  of  us  learned  a  great  deal  from  Leo.  No  one  can  ever 
remember  him  when  he  didn’t  have  a  pleasant  smile.  He  was 
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always  ready  and  willing  to  help  anyone  wo  needed  help.  He 
was  a  friend  to  everyone. 

Although  he  has  left  us,  Leo’s  spirit  will  be  reflected 
around  Dighton-Rehoboth  Regional  High  School  for  many 
years  to  come. 

Cafteteria 

Our  noon  day  lunches  continue  to  be  the  envy  of  all  schools 
in  the  area.  Mrs.  Ella  Jones  and  her  staff  run  an  excellent 
cafeteria  on  a  very  economical  budget.  Mrs.  Agnes  DelSignore, 
the  head  cook  and  Mrs.  Frances  Ingram,  the  baker,  are  able 
to  produce  excellent  main  dishes,  bread  and  dessert  through 
the  generous  use  of  surplus  commodities.  The  cooperation  of 
the  entire  staff  is  reflected  by  their  work  and  interest  in  the 
program. 

Conclusion : 

I  wish  to  thank  Mr.  Joseph  Harrington,  principal,  Mr. 
Charles  Day,  vocational  director,  Mr.  Richard  Dias,  assistant 
principal  and  Mr.  Francis  Vitale,  Guidance  Director,  for  their 
cooperation  and  hard  work  over  the  past  year  in  making  our 
school  a  success.  I  also  wish  to  thank  the  citizens  of  Dighton 
and  Rehoboth  for  their  continued  support  of  our  school.
